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READING — Trains on 
the MBTA Commuter 
Rail’s Haverhill Line will 
be suspended between the 
Reading Depot and Mel- 
rose’s Oak Grove Station 
for much of the late sum- 
mer and early fall, town 
and state officials recent- 
ly announced. 

According to Town Ma- 
nager Fidel Maltez, who 
recently contacted The 
Daily Times Chronicle in 
order to get the word out 
about the service reduc- 
tions, the stoppage will in- 
volve the use of shuttle 
buses to nearby MBTA 
service stations for a 58- 
day period starting on 
Sept. 9. 

“I wanted to share the 
presentation and notice of 
an upcoming closure of 
the commuter rail,” wrote 
Maltez in an email last 
week. “I don’t know if the 
MBTA is issuing a press 
release for this [but] 
there will be a closure of 
the commuter rail from 
Sept. 9 to Nov. 5 due to 
scheduled maintenance.” 

The nearly two-month 
long service disruption of 
Haverhill Line services 
between the North Wil- 
mington stop and Oak 
Grove’s connection to Or- 
ange Line trains is being 
instituted in order to test 
the functionality of a new 
safety system that can 
monitor and remotely 
control trains in real-time 
to prevent collisions and 
other accidents. 

According to the MBTA, 
which instituted a near 
identical service blackout 
for an 18-day period last 
winter to install a series 
of so-called Automatic

Train Control (ATC) sen- 
sors along the railroad 
tracks between Haverhill 
and Reading, test locomo- 
tives will now be deployed 
to ensure the new equip- 
ment works. 

The project, which also 
entails the replacement of 
railroad crossing track 
panels at Prospect Street 
in Wakefield and other 
general maintenance work, 
means Reading residents 
will be forced to take shut- 
tle buses to either Oak 
Grove or Woburn’s Ander- 
son Station, where the 
commuter rail’s. Lowell 
Line stops on its way to 
North Station. 

Wilmington _ residents 
who normally hop on the 
Haverhill Line at the 
North Wilmington stop 
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also have the alternative 
of heading instead to the 
next upstream stop at 
Ballardvale, where an ex- 
press train will run to 
North Station. 

“Buses will replace regu- 
lar train service between 
Reading and Oak Grove on 
the Haverhill Line. Trains 
will make regular stops 
between Haverhill and 
Ballardvale, stop at Ander- 
son/Woburn on the Lowell 
Line, and operate express 
to North Station,” MBTA 
officials elaborated in a 
recent presentation for- 
warded to Town Hall man- 
agers. 

“Express trains will op- 
erate between North Sta- 
tion and Ballardvale, and 
regular train service will 
operate between Ballard- 
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vale and Haverhill,” the 
MBTA explainer further 
reads. 

Town residents should 
also take note of the fol- 
lowing other details in- 
volving the ATC system 
testing stoppage: 

¢ Those who choose to 
continue leaving their 
cars at Reading Station 
are advised that no park- 
ing fee discounts are plan- 
ned; 

¢ That bicycles will not 
be allowed to be carried 
onto the alternative shut- 
tle buses heading to Oak 
Grove and Malden Center; 

e and that the final 
schedule detailing shuttle 
bus arrival and departure 
times is still being final- 
ized and should be re- 
leased in the coming days. 


The new ATC safety sys- 
tem is being put into place 
in order to comply with 
federal “positive train 
control” or PTC man- 
dates. Per the federal di- 
rective, the commuter rail 
needs to be equipped with 
a safety control system 
that can monitor all 
trains’ location, direction, 
and speed in real-time. 

The ATC equipment is 
controlled by a network of 
sensors along railroad 
tracks that communicate 
with approaching and pas- 
sing trains and can alert 
engineers in advance 
about potentially unsafe 
operating conditions. The 
system also includes an 
override function which 
will automatically slow or 
halt a train, should the

holds a binding legal ag- 
reement for the purchase 
of the property.” 

He said his company’s 
approach to the town con- 
cerned the new Housing 
Choice guidelines, also 
known as MBTA Commu- 
nities that require the 
town to create zoning on 
50 acres for as of right 
development of multi-fa- 
mily housing. He called 
the ability to place such 
zoning around one or 
both MBTA commuter 
rail stations questionable. 

He noted the downtown 
station is within a Ground- 
water Protection District 
(thereby requiring a spe- 
cial permit for any devel- 
opment) and the north 


station appears to have 


significant surrounding 
wetlands. 
Doherty suggests placing 


half of the acreage at the 
farm site in a mixed-use 
scheme that would pro- 
duce multi-family housing 
and a community recre- 
ational facility on the prop- 
erty along with, poten- 
tially, a needed fire station 
or other municipal use. 
“More specifically,” he 
wrote, “our proposal was 
for 650 multi-family units 
along with a community 
recreational center to be 
developed by us in cooper- 
ation with EDGE Sports.” 
When the Select Board 
heard Doherty’s proposal 
last December, it came af- 


ter the town reached :the 
state-mandated threshold 
for affordable housing 
units. Therefore, it now 
has the ability to reject 
any unwanted affordable 
housing projects. 

When told about the 
proposal, most members 
at Town Meeting favored 
a fire or police substation 
over a large apartment 
complex. 

The Select Board want- 
ed the town to purchase it 
so Wilmington could have 
control over what gets 
built there. 

“It’s going to be much 
more to our liking if we 
control what the purpose is 
going to be,” Select Board 
member David Ragsdale 


told Town Meeting. 

However, this new de- 
velopment may throw a 
wrench into the town’s 
plans. 

Before the board met 
with Doherty in Decem- 
ber, they held a closed 
door, executive session. 
Upon returning to open, 
public session, then-chair 
Judith O’Connell read a 
statement confirming her 
board just discussed tak- 
ing the Sciarappa Farm 
property. 

Even after hearing that 
statement, Doherty still 
presented his proposal. 
Doherty said he heard 
from the board that multi- 
family housing was “out of 
character” for the town

MBTA officials have ad- 
vised residents in the area 
to expect noise impacts 
from the commissioning 
work, as test trains will be 
activating crossing gates 
and bells along the rail- 
road tracks.

It’s hard to miss 
the giant silver basket- 
ball-styled sphere. Young 
players will enjoy drib- 
bling on the central court 
and comparing their height, 
feet and hands to the tow- 
ering greats.

Among. those notable 
persons is Worcester born 
Robert Goddard, who is 
credited with creating the 
world’s first liquid-fueled 
rocket in 1926. 

Other important Massa- 
chusetts based aviation pio- 
neers include Ruth Law 
Oliver, born in Lynn in 1887. 


Law Oliver was one of » 


the first women to become 
a pilot, training in Saugus. 
She received her pilot 
license in 1912, and gained 
fame by becoming one of 
the first female airplane 
stunt pilots, breaking sev- 
eral cross American flight 
speed records formerly 
held by men. 

Law Oliver was also a 
pioneer in the campaign 
to allow women to fly mil- 
itary aircraft. 

Another significant avia- 
tion tie to Massachusetts 
is that it is the birthplace 
of the Burgess BD-9 Air- 
craft, built in Marblehead 
in 1915. 

The Burgess Company, 
an offshoot of the Starling 
Burgess Shipyard also of 
Marblehead, was an im- 
portant provider of sea- 
planes and other military 
aircraft until 1918 when 
the main production facil- 
ity was destroyed by fire. 

The Massachusetts Air 
and Space Museum cele- 
brates Massachusetts 
achievements in the avia- 
tion and space field with 
many historic displays 
and hands-on exhibits. 

Exhibits include space 
suits akin to the Gemini 
Space Suit made by David 
Clark Company of Worces- 
ter, and an interactive, 
simulated flight experi- 
ence. 

Museum hours are Tues- 
day through Saturday 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 


Admission is $10 for ad- 
ults, $6 for children ages 5 
to 11, and free for children 
4 and under. 

The museum also offers 


free admission for active 
military members. 

For those unable to make 
a trip to Cape Cod, the Mas- 
sachusetts Air and Space 


museum offers many online 
exhibits that are packed 
with photos and informa- 
tion.

The site was se- 
lected for its strategic lo- 
cation, and played a criti- 
cal role in weapons manu- 
facturing during the Civil 
War. 

Testing and development 
of firearms continued into 
World War I and World War 


II, and the armory operat- 
ed for a total of 174 years 
before the federal govern- 
ment shifted to private pro- 
ducers. The museum is 
open Wednesday through 
Sunday for self-guided tours. 
Visitors: can explore the 
history of firearms manu- 
facturing and trace innova- 
tions in small firearms de- 
velopment. 

Guided walks and pro- 
grams are offered on the 
weekends, with offerings 
for kids through the Jun- 
ior Ranger program. The 
grounds are also open for 
exploration, with ‘a num- 
ber of architecturally sig- 
nificant building facades.

Book Stew Review 


‘Somebody's Fool!’ 
by Richard Russo

It takes a while to catch 
up to the characters in this 
last entry in Russo’s ac- 
claimed North Bath Trilo- 
gy, since it's been 30 years: 
1993 (Nobody’s Fool) to 2016 
(Everybody’s Fool) to 2023. 
With the exception of Sully, 
still gone and still central 
to the story, other charac- 
ters may have melted from 
your memory as they had 
from mine. 

The focus is now on the 
recurring character and 
now former police chief Ray- 
mer, and on Peter, Sully's 
son, and the once vibrant 
women are mostly aging 
and have faded into the 
background, with one fine 
exception: Raymer's on- 
and-off girlfriend Charice. 

She’s a Black police offi- 
cer who has become chief of 
Schuyler Springs, neigh- 
boring and wealthy and now 


in the process of absorbing 
the poorer, decommissioned 
town of North Bath. 

Charice comes with bag- 
gage in the form of her 
brother Jerome, who’s part 
“magic Negro” and all OCD 
and charming. But then a 
hanging body is discovered 
in an abandoned resort 
hotel, and Charice ap- 
points Raymer as chief in- 
vestigator. 

In the meantime, Peter's 
estranged son Thomas, 
who had been living for 
many years with his ex- 
wife in West Virginia, re- 
turns with mayhem and 
revenge on his mind. 

There are so many voices 
in this big book, and all 
share Russo's gentle hu- 
mor and his patience for 
somebody and everybody's 
foolishness. Time to return 
to the two earlier books, as 
there won't be any more 
North Bath, NY, nor any 
more North Bath novels. 


Middlesex Sheriff's 
Office issues scam 
warning for 
local residents 


WOBURN — The Mid- 
dlesex Sheriff’s Office is 
urging local residents to 
be alert for an ongoing 
phone scam in which the 
perpetrators are posing as 
members of the Middlesex 
Sheriff’s Office (MSO). ° 

Over the course of the last 
week, multiple local resi- 
dents have reported receiv- 
ing messages from individ- 
uals claiming to be mem- 
bers of the MSO. In some 
cases, the callers are using 
the names of real MSO per- 
sonnel and even telling res- 
idents to report to a legiti- 
mate MSO address. In one 
instance, an individual re- 
ceived a follow up call from 
a scammer while in the 
lobby of the MSO’s admin- 
istrative office in Woburn. 

In each case, scammers 
told residents there were 


warrants or fines in their. 


name for failing to pay cita- 
tions or for failing to ap- 
pear for federal jury duty. 
The scammers sought any- 
where from a few hundred 
dollars to a couple of thou- 
sand dollars to clear up the 
matters, and some wanted 
the fines to be paid using 
pre-paid cards. 
Fortunately, none of those 
who reported calls this 


week lost money. 

“By using the names of 
actual Middlesex Sheriff’s 
Office staff and giving res- 
idents real office addres- 
ses, these scammers are a- 
ttempting to lend an addi- 
tional appearance of cred- 
ibility to their fraudulent 
schemes,” said Sheriff Kou- 
toujian. “We want resi- 
dents to be vigilant, and 
know that our staff will 
never threaten arrest or 
demand payment for fines 
over the phone. No legiti- 
mate law enforcement 
agency will ever ask that 
anyone pay a fine using a 
pre-paid card, Venmo or 
Bitcoin — that is a tell-tale 
sign of a scam.” 

Residents who receive 
scam calls in which indi- 
viduals identify themselves 
as MSO deputies may con- 
tact the MSO at 978-667-1711 
and ask to speak with the 
Inner Perimeter Security 
(IPS) Unit. Individuals are 
also encouraged to notify 
their local police depart- 
ment. :

Wilmington section 3A 
multi-family zoning survey 


WILMINGTON The 
Town of Wilmington is ask- 
ing for resident input on the 
creation of new zoning to 
meet the requirements for 
MBTA Communities, Sec- 
tion 3A of the Zoning Act. 

The new law requires 
MBTA Communities to have 
an as-of-right multi-family 
housing district in proximi- 
ty to transit. The Town of 
Wilmington is required to 
create an as-of-right multi- 
family housing zoning dis- 
trict of at least 50 acres that 
would allow for the possibil- 
ity of at least 1,248 housing 
units in the future. Half of 
the district must be within a 
half mile of a commuter rail

On: Burlington Avenue 
there stands a large house 
known as the Roberts 
estate. Who was Fred H. 
Roberts? 

He was born in Ber- 
wick Maine on Aug. 15, 
1851, the son of Ebenezer 
Roberts and Mary F. 
Rankin. As a young man, 
he was employed by the 
Baker Chocolate Co. at 
Dorchester Lower Mills 
and while there, he de- 


veloped some ideas on’ 


candy making. Leaving 
the firm, he started the 
Apollo Chocolate Co. and 
became quite successful. 

When he first moved to 
Wilmington is uncertain, 
but about 1900, he and 
his wife Althera bought 
land on Burlington Ave- 
nue. There were some 
houses on the property, 
and they were moved to 
other sites. 

The land was not one 
tract, but rather was part 
of several farms, among 
which was one owned by 
the late Julia Crockett 
another which was part 
of the Holt estate. Loca- 
ted about where the Rob- 
erts house stands today 
was an old colonial farm- 
house unpainted for ma- 
ny years, and black, not 
in color but in lack of 
color. Roberts had this 
torn down. 

Located a little farther 
west was another home 
of one and a half stories. 


This was moved across 


the street, across from 
Boutwell Street today, 
and was later enlarged 
into a three-family house. 

Two other buildings 
stood on the grounds 
closer to Wilmington 
Square, one of which was 
moved. When completed, 
the Roberts estate. com- 
prised 86 acres. 

The Robertses lived in 
the house next door while 
they built their dream 
palace. Mrs. Roberts was 
described as being quite 
portly. She died about 
1907 at age 57, probably 
before the house was fin- 
ished. 

Roberts at this time 
was described as being a 
distinguished gentleman, 
courtly, with a small 
mustache. Those who 
knew him described him 
as a self-effacing gentle-

man. 
Herbert C. Barrows 


took the contract to build 
the Roberts home. He 
hired a force of carpen- 
ters and masons. It took 
two years to build the 
palace. The outside was 
fieldstone, while the inte- 
rior had many fine rooms 
with a large palm porch 
on the southeast side. 
There were murals with 
coastal scenes and lead- 
ed glass windows, each 
with the crest of the 
Apollo Chocolate Co. The 
fireplace had _ unusual 
foot-long bricks, each one 
only an inch thick. 

One of the masons 
involved was Dinny Mc- 
Laughlin of Woburn, a 
rough-hewn Irishman who 
was among the best 
stone masons of the day. 
The beauty of the work 
may be ascribed to the 
master hand of McLaugh- 
lin. Extensive regrading 
was done at the same 
time, with three two- 
horse teams being em- 
ployed constantly during 
the two-year construc- 
tion. After the house was 

‘finished, he had exten- 
sive stone walls built. 

About the time the 
house was finished, Mrs. 
Roberts died. Fred later 
married his bookkeeper, 
one of the most gracious 
ladies ever to grace the 
social scene in Wilming- 
ton. She was Miss Alice 
Albrecht, a capable busi- 
nesswoman and a busi- 
ness school graduate. 

She had been born in 
Germany and her family 
had moved to Chelsea 
when she was three years 
old. 

The couple soon became 
active in local activities

and members of the Wil- 
mington Methodist Church. 
‘Roberts bought the land 
behind the church and 
moved a house to provide 
more room for an addi- 
tion to the church. A 
basement was added, 
plus an addition to the 
back of the church, with 
Roberts paying most of 
the bills. 

Wilmington at that time 
had no electric lights, so 
citizens organized to do 
something about the situ- 
ation. A large protest 
parade was organized in 
1910, starting at the rail- 
road depot and marching 
up Church Street. Rob- 
erts and Dr. Daniel Buz- 
zell traveled in a van, 
each carrying a lantern 
and Schamiel MacIntosh 
brought along his goat. 

The. town meeting vo- 
ted to have electric pow- 
er installed with only two 
men opposed. 

Once electricity came 
to town, lighting was in- 
stalled at the Methodist 
Church. Soon there was 
a heating system and a 
fine organ, donated in 
memory of the first Mrs. 
Roberts. 

The church at the time 
was being served by a 
pastor living in Boston. 
Mrs. Alice Roberts bought 
the home of William Kel- 
ley to provide a home for 
the minister and later do- 
nated it to the church. 

Mrs: Roberts threw her- 
self into Sunday school 
work and engaged in all 
sorts of activities. Every 
year, there was a May 
Day party at her home 
with May poles, candy 
hunts and all the fun that 
gladdens young hearts. 
Picnics were held in the 


area known as the “Nar- 
row Gauge,” (now Ad- 
ams Street.) There would 
be a Christmas tree load- 
ed with candy gifts for 
the children. 

It was typical of the 
couple to support many 
other charities as well. 
The other two churches 
in town were frequent 
recipients of gifts. The 
Christmas trees at the 
Congregational Church 
and St. Thomas, Church 
were always loaded with 
candies for the children. 

The story is told that the 
Congregational minister, 
Rev. Mr. Loud and the 
Roman Catholic priest, 
Father Boland were both 
in the post office one day 
when Fred Roberts enter- 
ed. He was about to mail 
two. letters, but instead 
presented them to the 
clergymen. Each enve- 
lope contained a check 
for $500. 

In 1914, the town voted 
to build a new high school 
for $35,000. The four men 
on the school building 
committee, Herbert Bar- 
rows, Chester Horton, Da- 
vid Purbeck and Fred 
Roberts all made consid- 
erable contributions and 
the job was finished for 
$35,000. Roberts donated 
a complete “kitchen labo- 
ratory.” 

In spite of their great 
wealth, neither Fred nor 
Alice Roberts were os- 
tentatious. Fred would 
walk to the train every 
morning like every other 
commuter in town, al- 
though a coachman would 
greet him in the evening 
when he returned from 
work. 

It was a sad day when 
Fred Roberts died on 
Oct. 29, 1920. The funeral 
was held in the Metho- 
dist Church with the 
Rev. Mr. Phillips and the 
district superintendent 
officiating. Special trains 
were running from Bo- 
ston and a large crowd 
was outside the church, 
unable to enter. Among 
the mourners was Fa- 
ther Boland, one of Fred’s 
best friends. 

Mrs. Roberts continued 
the work of the couple 
for many years. But as 
the years passed, she 
gradually retired and 
withdrew to the home on 
Burlington Avenue. She 
died in 1954. 


- MassDEP penalizes 
Lahey Hospital & Medical Center 
for various health violations 


BOSTON — The Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) assessed a 
$25,000 penalty to the La- 
hey Clinic Hospital after 
an inspection of the Bur- 
lington facility uncovered 
numerous hazardous waste 
management and air qua- 
lity violations involving 
the storage, labeling, han- 
dling, and disposal of 
wastes produced at the 
site. 

Following an inspection 
of the facility at 41 Mall 
Road on Sept. 20 and 21, 
2022, MassDEP inspectors 
cited the hospital for fail- 
ure to mark and label haz- 
ardous waste containers 
or keep proper records for 
the materials accumulat- 


| ed, improperly sent waste 
_ oil to a facility not author- 
ized to receive it and 
| failed to utilize a manifest 
| during shipping, 
_to produce a hazardous 
| waste training plan and 
_ training records, as re- 


failed 


posted in waste accumula- 
tion areas. 

In a consent order with 
MassDEP, Lahey Clinic 
agreed to correct each of 
the hazardous waste man- 
agement and air quality 
violations and pay the 
penalty. 

“Proper handling, stor- 
age, and disposal of haz- 
ardous wastes is a neces- 
sity for facilities like hos- 
pitals so that the health 
and safety of the public 
they serve is assured,” 
said Eric Worrall, direc- 
tor of MassDEP’s North- 
east Regional Office ‘in 
Woburn. “Lahey Clinic is 
now implementing sys- 
tems to ensure that the 
violations have been cor- 
rected and the facility will 
remain in compliance 
with all hazardous waste 
requirements.”

“In the weeks and 
months. ahead, many

said State Fire Marshal 
Jon M. Davine. 
particularly concerned 
about off-campus hous- 
ing because that’s where 
the data shows the great- 
est loss of life, but fire 
safety is vitally impor- 
tant whether you live in 
a dorm, apartment, sin- 
gle-family home, multi- 
family dwelling, sorori- 
ty, or fraternity. Every- 
one should have working 
smoke and CO alarms on 
every level of their resi- 
dence and know two 
ways out in an emergen- 
cy.” 

Hyannis Fire Chief Pe- 
ter J. Burke, Jr, who 
serves as president of 
the Fire Chiefs Associa- 
tion of Massachusetts, 
echoed that message. 

“If your rental doesn’t 
have smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms, insist 
on them,” said Chief 
Burke. “Landlords are re- 
quired to provide them, 
but don’t spend a single 
night unprotected in the 
meantime. For the price 
of a pizza, you can go to 
a hardware store and 
pick up smoke and CO 
alarms that could save 
your life. Choose photo- 
electric smoke alarms 
with sealed, long-life bat- 
teries, and test them 
once a month to be sure 
you’re protected. And if 
you hear that alarm, 
leave everything and get 
out right away. Waiting 
to evacuate or stopping 
to retrieve personal items 
increases your chances 
of being trapped.” 

State Fire Marshal Da- 
vine said 2,608 fires oc- 
curred in student dor- 
mitories, fraternities,

more than $3 million in 
damages. He also noted 
that fire safety precau- 
tions should remain in 
place all through the 
year. Windows, doors, 
and stairways should 
always be clear of box- 
es, furniture, bicycles, 
and anything else that 
might hinder an escape. 
Fire doors should never 
be blocked or chocked 
open. And smoke and 
carbon monoxide alarms 
must remain  opera- 
tional all year long, as 
required by law. 

“Never, ever disable a 
smoke alarm,” said 
Chief Burke. “Modern 
fires burn and spread 
faster than they did in 
past decades, and we 
have less time than ever 
before to escape a fire at 
home. Smoke alarms 
give you the warning you 
need to get out, stay out, 
and call 9-1-1.” 

Working alarms, clear 
exit routes, and practic- 
ing a plan.for using them 
are crucial for when a 
fire breaks out, but stu- 
dents can also take steps 
to prevent them from 
starting in the _ first 
place: 

Smoking: There is no 
safe way to smoke, but if 
you must smoke then do 
it responsibly. Don’t flick 
them on the ground, 
where they can smolder 
and ignite debris, or 
grind them out on porch- 
es or steps. Use a heavy 
ashtray on a sturdy sur- 
face and put it out, all 
the way, every time. 

Electrical: Always plug 
appliances such as air 
conditioners and space 
heaters into wall sock- 
ets that can handle 
the current, not power

strips or extension 
cords. Don’t overload 
outlets with multiple de- 
vices. 

Heating: Turn space 
heaters off when leav- 
ing the room or going to 
sleep. Never leave a 
space heater unattend- 
ed. 

Cooking: Stand by 
your pan! Don’t leave 
pots and pans unattend- 
ed on a lit stovetop, and 
keep flammable items 
away from burners. In 
the event of a grease 
fire, smother the flames 
with a lid and then turn 
off the heat. Cook only 
when you're alert, not 
when you’re drowsy or 
impaired. 

Candles: Never leave 
candles burning unat- 
tended. Extinguish them 
before leaving the room. 
Even better, switch to 
battery-powered can- 
dles. 

Lithium-Ion Batteries: 
Use the charging equip- 
ment provided by the 
manufacturer and dis- 
connect it when the de- 
vice is charged. Charge 
phones, laptops, e-ciga- 
rettes, e-bike batteries, 
and other devices on a 


_hard and stable surface 


— never a bed, couch, 
or pillow. If you notice 
an unusual odor, change 
in color, change in 
shape, leaking, or odd 
noises, stop using the 
device right away.

in Woburn hotels 


WOBURN —The State’s 
Executive Office of Hou- 
sing and Livable Commu- 
nities (EOHLC) recently 
placed 59 homeless mi- 
grant families in several 
hotels across Woburn us- 
ing its authority under 
the state’s “Right to Shel- 
ter” law. 

The state also indicated 
its intention to establish 
an emergency family shel- 
ter in Woburn for as ma- 
ny as 100 families begin- 
ning as early as next week. 

The “Right to Shelter” 
law obligates the state to 
provide housing for fami- 
lies with children and 
pregnant women who are 
homeless, and the state’s 
policy is to place these 
families in hotels in cities 
and towns throughout the 
region without the need 
for local approval and in 
many instances without 
prior notice. 

“Federal inaction on im- 
migration reform has cre- 
ated and worsened a na- 
tionwide immigration cri- 
sis at our borders, and the 
state’s “Right to Shelter” 
law (one of only three in 
the country) has made Mas- 
sachusetts an attractive 


_ destination for migrants,” 


a release from the Office 
of Mayor Galvin notes. 
“This one/two combina- 
tion is unfairly impacting 
communities across the 
Commonwealth, where 
over 20,0000 migrants are 
currently being housed in 
hotels in over 90 commu- 
nities, including Woburn. 
Unless there is change at 
‘the federal level or in 


state law this crisis will 
continue to grow,” the 
release notes. 

“Woburn has always been 
a welcoming community 
and its increasingly diverse 
population has strength- 
ened our city. The effort to 
assimilate over 100 new mi- 
grant families into our 
community and schools 
will be challenging but we 
are prepared to support the 
governor and comply with 
state law during this time 
of crisis. As Woburn resi- 
dents have always done, we 
will help the new members 
of our community adjust, 
feel welcomed, thrive, and 
become productive resi- 
dents in our great city,” 
states the release.

Due to efforts from the Leg- 
islature, additional funds allot- 
ted to the MA Repay program in 
the Fiscal Year 2024 state budg- 
et made it possible for all eligi- 
ble applicants to receive a stu- 
dent loan repayment award. An 
additional $120.2M will be made 
available in the coming months 
to provide loan repayment for 
healthcare professionals work- 
ing in behavioral and mental 
healthcare, skilled nursing, and 
home- and community-based 
settings. 

The student loan repayment 
awards range from $12,500 to 
$300,000, depending on the 
healthcare professional’s quali- 
fications, work settings, and 
hours worked. Qualifying pro- 
vider roles include social work- 
ers, primary care physicians, 
psychiatrists, nurses, substance 
use recovery coaches and case 
managers who work at Com- 
munity Health Centers, Com- 
munity Behavioral Health Cen- 
ters, Community Mental Health 
Centers, psychiatric units in 
acute care hospitals, in-patient 
psychiatric hospitals or sub- 
stance use treatment programs.

Dr. Keren Wilson made her fourth trip this year to the Dominican Republic on a med- 
ical mission. The Winchester Hospital doctor, a primary care physician, started going 
in 2019 (she missed out on 2021 due to the pandemic, but managed to go in February of 
2020 just before it began). ; 

Dr. Wilson makes the trip each year with an organization called Children of the Na- 
tions. In previous years, she’s had as many as 18 doctors accompany her. This year, only 
Dr. Jill Fleming, also a primary care physician at Winchester Hospital, joined her. 

In a recent interview, she said she’ll take as many doctors as possible, but primarily 
seeks out pediatric doctors. She’s been looking for some dentists and opthalmoligists. 
Dr. Wilson mostly focuses on children between the ages of 3 and 18 doing what she called 
well child checks. 

“It is an honor to support Dr. Wilson’s medical mission and we are proud of the effort 
she puts in to share her expertise with others in their time of need,” said Al Campbell, ot 
president of Winchester Hospital. 

Between the two doctors, Wilson and Fleming, they have six children who also made 


the trip - and who fundraised through bake sales and car washes to be able to contribute ite i \~ 
more needed medicine and supplies. The group visited the western side of the DR, near , | ie NHee

Dr. Wilson said no one speaks English. Because they visit the western side of the is- : 
land, near the Haitian border, many of the older relatives speak creole. 4 cf . 

Though she mainly checks the health and well-being of children, Dr. Wilson said she: . 
sometimes checks on the parents, too. She’ll also make house calls (most of the children 
are screened at schools) for immobile children or those who don’t/can’t go to school. 

She partners with in-country medical staff to determine local needs, noting how the 
part of the island she visits, about four or five hours away from Santo Domingo, the 
capital, has a community physician. Dr. Wilson said the goal is for the community physi- 
cians to make house calls. 


“We always try to assess what their needs are,” Dr. Wilson said. “This year, we saw FR I Dp AY 0 CT th # E R 4 y } h yj 
a lot of lice and scabies outbreaks, a lot of rashes and skincare. We try to get as much 9 ¢ : ' 
medical care in as we can and find the kids who are struggling.”

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throughout the year to as- 
sist with surgery and den- 
tal work. 

In 2021, the coronavirus 
pandemic closed down the 
schools, which Dr. Wilson 
said took a big toll on the 
children socially. Not to 
mention how so many get 
their food through the 


school system (breakfast 


and lunch). 

Even still, and even 
with all the poverty, Dr. 
Wilson called the children 
happy and appreciative. 
She said they play sports 
like baseball and volley- 
ball. Unfortunately, most 
of the children she sees are 
raised by either one parent 
or the grandparents or an 
aunt or uncle. 

Before the area insti- 
tuted a school system, chil- 
dren worked in sugar cane 
fields. Today, youngsters 
now aspire to attend uni- 
versity. 

“It’s always a little over- 
whelming in the begin- 
ning,” : Dr. Wilson 
acknowledged, “but we 
have watched some of 
these kids grow up - we 
saw a lot of older ones this 
time. One was heading to 
university next year to be a 
cop, another a math 
teacher. It’s humbling to 
serve these children and 
families in need.” 

School has now become 
the epicenter of the com- 
munity, the Winchester 
Hospital doctor noted. She 
added how all the teachers, 
all local, care about the 
community. There’s even a 
local hospital about 15-20 
minutes away to assist 
with more traumatic is- 
sues. Unfortunately, due to 
a lack of health care, fam- 
ilies must pay for any am- 
bulance rides. 

The visits are not neces- 
sarily just about checking 
on the children, but also

'Blue Beetle’ is a little more than a bug in the superhero system 


Dunnet-Alcocer, is firmly 
rooted in the experience of 
the Reyes clan, a close-knit 
Mexican-American family 
scraping by in the shadow 
of the gleaming Miami-like 
fictional metropolis of 
Palmera City. 

Jaime is their first col- 
lege graduate — "And 
last!" cheerfully chimes his 
sister, Milagro (the very 
funny, scene-stealing 
Belissa Escobedo). The 
parents, Alberto (Damian 
Alcazar) and Rocio (El- 
pidia Carrillo) are broke 
and on the cusp of losing 
their home to the encroach- 
ing, all-powerful Kord In- 
dustries. Also living with 
them are Jaime's grand- 
mother (Adriana Barraza) 
and his truck-driving uncle 
(George Lopez, having a 
ball). . 

"We used to have the 
other side of the tracks," 
says Milagro. "Now they 
want that, too." 

Despite big post-college 
ambitions, Jaime is stuck 
cleaning hotel rooms with 
his sister. Given what his 
family has sacrificed for 
him, he's saddled with 
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advising and _ teaching 
them about health care 
and sexual education. Dr. 
Wilson said a small clinic 
works on contraception, 
asking children if they are 
on birth control or sexually 
active (this would, of 
course, refer to older chil- 
dren or teenagers). 

On these medical mis- 
sions, Dr. Wilson and oth- 
ers tend to bring their own 
children. The primary care 
physician said it’s made 
some of her children more 
interested in entering the 
medical field. And they’re 
not just taken along to get 
them out of the house, the 
youngsters check vital 
signs and help with com- 
munity projects (painting, 
roof repair). 

No matter how many 
trips Dr. Wilson and others 
make, and no matter how 
many medical supplies 


' they bring, it won’t neces- 


sarily fix the major issues 
impacting those who live 
in the area. There’s no run- 
ning water, no sanitation 
(bathrooms) and many 
suffer from hunger due to 
food insecurity (the gov- 
ernment will send out food, 
but it’s not necessarily 
enough to sustain every- 
one). 

Of course, the natives 
do need medical supplies 
and medicine such as 
Tylenol, Motrin, antibi- 
otics, steroid creams, neb- 
ulizers, acid reflux pills, 
and vaccinations. 

“We want to build pro- 
grams that last. A lot of 
the families we serve don’t 
even have running water. 
You hope you are doing 
some good, not just for the 
week, but to help them 
down the line,” said Dr. 
Wilson. 

It’s not all doom and 
gloom, thankfully, as Dr. 
Wilson said she’s seen a 


guilt. So after a chance en- 
counter with Jenny Kord 
(the Brazilian actress 
Bruna Marquezine), niece 
of the company's imperial 
chief executive Victoria 
(Susan Sarandon), Jaime 
jumps at the chance of a 
job opportunity. 

He happens to turn up at

In the broadly sketched 
but spirited "Blue Beetle," 
much of what follows is as 
you'd expect. There's get- 
ting used to the new outfit 
(and the sentient being 
that communicates Venom- 
style within Jaime).

The 
inevitable climactic battle 
between two hunks of CGI. 

But "Blue Beetle," the 
final entry in a now defunct 
wave of DC films, distin- 
guishes itself in other ways.

(The _ grand- 
mother's younger days as a 
revolutionary emerge, com- 
ically.) Superheroes are ul- 
timately | empowerment 
fantasies, though they've 
often got away from that. 
"Blue Beetle" manages to 
come closer than most in 
evoking the thrill of the 
powerless suddenly handed 
cosmic strength. 

Soto plays it fast and 
loose, mixing in a little 
lewdness ("Activate bug 
fart" is a new addition to 
the often solemn DC uni- 
verse) and shades of neon 
blue and purple along the 


way. "Blue Beetle" doesn't 
have much originality 
going for itself and 
Mariduefia doesn't make a 
significant impression. But 
the film crucially gets that 
superhero movies don't 
need to be self-serious to 
make a serious point. 
"Blue Beetle," light, 
lively and sincere, is a trib- 
ute to the tenacity and in- 
domitability of 
Mexican-American fami- 
lies that have clawed their 
way into an often inhos- 
pitable society. Family 
members, usually plot 
points of some animating 
trauma in _ superhero 
movies, are here a central 
part of the action. (Lopez 
gets. countless cracks in, 
and most of them land.) 
It's a time of self-in- 
quiry for the superhero 
movie after hints of a new 
downward trend (despite 
some notable exceptions 
like the blistering "Spider- 
Man: Across the Spider- 
Verse," with its Afro-Latino 
protagonist ). "Blue Bee- 
tle," which had at one point 
been destined to go straight 
to streaming, falls in the 
middle of this new uncer- 
tain terrain. After a string 
of disappointments, future 


DC installments will take 
the comic book franchise in 
new directions. So it re- 
mains to be seen if "Blue 
Beetle" can be much more 
than a bug in the system 
amid larger industry shifts. 

But I'd wager there will 
be plenty of moviegoers — 
especially young Hispanic 
ones not accustomed to 
seeing reflections of them- 
selves in Hollywood comic 
book spectacles — who'll 
grin all the way through 
the breezy "Blue Beetle." If 
even a low-stakes, fairly de- 
rivative superhero movie 


_ like this can charm thanks 


to its warm Hispanic per- 
spective and winning sup- 
porting cast, there's plenty 
of hope yet for the genre — 
bugs and all.

TEWKSBURY — Matt 
Tramonte is no stranger 
to first-place medals.
